Russians rejected in 1957. The 
Russians have since agreed to 
technical discussions on the is- 
sue. Officials said the experts 
would try to draw up tech- 
nically feasible methods of re- 
ducing the danger of surprise 
attack by space-age weapons. 

The November talks are to 
be similar to East-West dis- 
cussions last summer that re- 
sulted in agreement on the 
feasibility of a global system 
of inspection stations to police 
a bar on nuclear tests. Any 
agreement would be similarly 
limited to the technical feasi- 
bility of guarding against sur- 
prise attack. Steps to put the 
procedures into effect would 
be subject to later negotiations 
by Russia and the Western 
powers. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion announced yesterday that 
the Soviet Union had exploded 
another nuclear device — of 
“relatively large yield’’—the 
third in three days and _ the 
eleventh in the current Soviet | 
series. 

Officials here, still hopeful 
the Russians will wind up their 
tests by the Oct. 31 deadline, 
said the rapid succession of 
Soviet explosions seemed to 
support this view. The Rus- 
sians resumed testing earlier 
this month after announcing 
a unilateral suspension § six 
months ago.

SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 21 
(AP) — The United States and 
Britain are urging underdevel- 
oped nations in South and 
Southeast Asia to sharply in- 
crease the training of techni- 
cians needed to help raise liv- 
ing standards in their coun- 
tries. 

United States officials made 
this known today as the tenth 
consultative conference of 
Colombo Plan nations swung 
into its second day.

opment programs. The plan is 
named after the capital of Cey- 
lon, where it was born eight 
years ago.

Directors of the World Bank 
and International Monetary 
Fund who met earlier this 
month in New Delhi, approved 
enlarging up to 50 per cent the 
capital available for develop- 
ment and stabilization loans.

But Nikita Khrushchev him- 
self destroyed that illusion re- 
cently when he ordered the 
system of Soviet education 
changed. He admitted it was 
inefficient, discriminatory and 
top heavy. It produced scien- 
tists fine, he said in effect, but 
it also produced an inordinate 
number of misfits. 

Many Feel Discontent. 
Khrushchev was only voicing 
officially the discontent of 
many Russians. The Russians 
have not been happy with their 
educationa] system since the 
revolution threw theory out the 
classroom window. 

After the revolution every- 
thing that smacked of the old 
ways was scrapped. This in- 
cluded religion, Latin and lan- 
guages, science, physics, mhath- 
ematics and even discipline. 
“Proletarianism” and Marxist 
“polytechnicism” took over. 
They condemned all theory di- 
vorced from practice. 
Vocational training followed 
and produced a generation of 
illiterate mechanics. 

The light finally dawned in 
the early 30s and the pendu- 
lum swung back. Compulsory 
curricula were restored with 
physics, mathematics, competi- 
tive exams, backbreaking home- 
work and discipline. 

After World War II this 
load was found to be too heavy. 
The Kremlin has been gradu- 
ally reducing it. But, as 
Khrushchey complained, the 
system now produces too many 
pampered intellectuals, boys 
and girls who have “lost their 
respect for manual labor.” 
The system, and Khrush- 
chev’s own shortlived campaign 
of de-Stalinization and liber- 
alization, also gave birth to 
widespread student discontent. 

Many to Leave Classroom. 

So now Soviet universities 
and institutes, breeding 
grounds of student unrest, will 
be turned in effect into night 
schools and correspondence 
schools. Most Soviet children 
will leave the classroom to 
learn “respect for manual la- 
bor” from the Seventh grade

The 10- 
year school wasn’t even going 
into effect throughout the 
country until 1960. 

The Soviet school system has 
been under attack from parents 
and in Teacher’s Gazette. This 
newspaper of the Ministry of 
Education has carried com- 
plaints for years against the 
shortage of schools, classrooms 
and textb6oks. Some textbooks 
have not been brought up to 
date in 30 years. Others, parti- 
cularly histories, are rewritten 
all the time. 

The paper has also attacked 
absenteeism and juvenile de- 
linquency, blaming parents and 
teachers alike. 

Hints of the drastic change 
in the Soviet education system 
started appearing in the So- 
viet press more than a year 
ago. I met no Russian parent 
who was pleased with the news.

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Four Congressmen for Re-election 


The immediate St. Louis area is represented 
in Congress by four House members whose 
records are now before the voters for judg- 
ment at the polls, Nov. 4. The Post-Dispatch 
believes that, although their records and ac- 
complishments vary, each has earned re-elec- 
tion to another two-year term. The four dis- 
tricts and their nominees are: 


First Missouri District. 

(North St. Louis 
county. ) 

Representative Frank M. Karsten, Demo- 
crat, of St. Louis, vs. Paul E. Corning Jr., 
Republican, of Bel-Nor. 

Mr. Karsten succeeded the late John J. 
Cochran in 1947 and has patterned his own 
congressional service after his predecessor’s. 
He has acquired substantial seniority, is a 
member of the most important committee in 
the House, Ways and Means, which handles 
all revenue legislation. 

Mr. Karsten’s progressive voting record 
shows him to be well aware of the needs of 
his city and area as well as of the country. 
In the last Congress he voted on all of the 
193 measures on which roll-call votes were 
taken. His opponent, Mr. Corning, might very 
well make a worthy Representative in time, 
but there is now no good reason to substitute 
him for Frank Karsten. 


Second District. 

(South St. Louis and all of St. Louis county 
except the northern part.) 

Representative Thomas B. Curtis, Republi- 
can, of Webster Groves, vs.-James L. Sullivan, 
Democrat, of Affton. 

Mr. Curtis, now completing his eighth year 
and seeking his fifth two-year term, is the 
only Republican in Missouri holding office 
above the local or county level. Like Mr. 
Karsten, Mr. Curtis has been chosen by his 
party for service on the Ways and Means 
Committee. For the most part he has fol- 
lowed the Republican leadership in his voting. 
He made an issue of the investigation of the 
Sherman Adams case, contending that the 
subcommittee had exceeded its authority. He 
voted for the bill to exempt natural gas from 
federal regulation, later vetoed by President 
Eisenhower after slush-fund lobby disclosures. 
. Mr. Curtis’s record, however, shows many 
commendable votes. He helped pass the Civil 
Rights Act of 1957, the School Construction 
Act, the Defense Department Reorganization 
Act, the Reciprocal Trade Extension Act, the 
Additional Defense Funds Act and the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act. In community 
matters, including the riverfront memorial 
development, he has worked as hard as any 
other St. Louis area representative. 

Taking all things into account, and “weigh- 
ing the qualifications of his opponent, who 
is making his second race after a relatively 
narrow defeat in 1956, we conclude that Mis- 
souri and the Second District would best be 
served by Mr. Curtis’s re-election. Missouri

Mr. Price has made a specialty of 
punching holes in the smoke screen thrown 
up by former Chairman Strauss of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, so that the country could 
get a complete picture of where it stood in 
nuclear development. For his vigilance in 
these matters, not only_ his constituents but 
the entire country owes Mr. Price a debt of 
gratitude. His voting record, like the records 
of Mr. Karsten and Mrs. Sullivan, is construc- 
tive and progressive.

JPs for the Blue Ballot 


One of the most commendable aspects of 
the campaign for the Blue Ballot judicial 
amendment in Illinois is the voluntary sup- 
port which large numbers of Justices of the 
Peace are giving the proposal to reform and 
modernize the Illinois court system. 

Under the leadership of Elmer Tone, of 
Park Ridge, Justice of the Peace for more 
than 25 years, upward of 150 Justices of the 
Peace have joined the campaign notwithstand- 
ing the fact that their office will be abolished 
under the amendment. These Justices of the 
Peace are putting the welfare of the public 
ahead of the fees which they now enjoy 
through the inefficient, wasteful JP system. 
Among these forward-looking JPs are Paul 
H. Abbett, East St. Louis; Clyde Boyer and 
Fayette Contrell, McLeansboro; John J. Lynch, 
Centralia, and Lawrence Swinyer, Springfield. 

These men and their pro-Blue Ballot col- 
leagues are setting an example for all other 
Justices of the Peace in Illinois. They know 
how badly the present fee-grabbing system 
works and how much it will be to the ad- 
vantage of the voters to make the most of 
their opportunity to produce a greatly im- 
proved court system at the polls, Nov. 4. 


No Acceptable Basis? 


In its criticism of a withholding tax for 
Missouri, the Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey says Revenue Director Milton Carpen- 
ter had “no acceptable basis for estimating” 
the state could save six or eight million dol- 
lars by withholding. 


Mr. Carpenter based his estimate on the - 


experience of eleven other states that already 
withhold income taxes from wages and sala- 
ries. All have reported increased revenue 
and reduced evasion. Vermont, for example, 
raised 12 per cent more revenue by this im- 
proved collection method, and that state’s 
revenue director said he believed a larger 
state such as Missouri might do even better. 

It is impossible to foretell exactly how 
much additional revenue withholding might 
produce for Missouri. But there is “no ac- 
ceptable basis” for assuming that Missouri 
would not save money, and its Revenue Direc- 
tor is in a better position to make an estimate 


on the matter than anyone else. The Public 
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Even if these Little . 
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Expenditure Survey has made a useful con- 
tribution to the discussion of the withholding 
question, and we shall have more to say about 
its report. Withholding needs very wide dis- 
cussion indeed, for this is an issue Missouri 
ought to face before it raises taxes. 


Moscow’s Jet Airliner Crash 


News of the jet airliner crash in Soviet 
Russia last week in which all 65 passengers 
and the several crew members were killed is 
noteworthy for several reasons. 


The marked infrequency of aviation acci- 
dent news from Russia, plus the fact that 
most of those reported include foreigners or 
occur outside Russia, can only strengthen the 
belief that such news is suppressed. News of 
this accident, in which 16 Red Chinese gov- 
ernment officials were killed, first came from 
Peiping. There were no details. 


Soviet Russia is now well ahead of Brit- 


‘ain and the United States in the use of jet 
‘airliners. Although Britain began using the 
‘Comets in 1952, it took them out of service in 


1954 because of two major accidents and did 
not go back to Comets until this. October. 
Russian jet airliners went into servicé in 1956. 
Moscow flew a jet airliner, the TU.104, to 
New York on Sept. 5, 1957. It was a TU-104, 
one of a fleet of 70, that crashed last week. 


Jet airliners are regarded as being safer 
than piston-engined craft in many ways— 
fewer power-plant controls, no propellers to 
throw, less fire hazard, simpler to operate. 
What caused the Soviet accident could be of 
wide interest to the aviation world. Britain 
lost no time in letting the world know when 
it discovered that metal fatigue had caused 
the Comet disasters. 

If Moscow reveals details of the TU-104 
crash when they are learned, it will be an 
evidence of a desire to co-operate with other 
nations in making world travel safer. 


Science by Mail? 

With all the talk about the shortage of 
scientists and the paififul shortage of teach- 
ers for training more Scientists, much atten- 
tion has been given.to methods by which a 
few teachers might reach many more stu- 
dents. Such explorations have turned, natur- 
ally enough, to motion pictures and television. 
But a dozen science professors got together 
at the University of Illinois last week and 
recommended the old-fashioned correspond- 
ence course—learning by mail. 

The layman—and perhaps many a teacher— 
may ask whether this can be really fruitful in 
a field in which the laboratory experiment 
plays such an important part. The question 
arises whether in their eagerness to be help- 
ful, educators may not “water down” the 
quality of instruction. 

The professors anticipated this question. 
Prof. Leonard S. Stein of the Home Study de- 
partment of the University of Chicago said 
that éxperiénce has shown that correspond- 
ence courses in the sciences are at least as 


good as the large lecture and laboratory . 
courses offered most freshmen. He did not © 


say how far lessons by mail may be carried 
beyond this level. Bven if it were the limit, 
it might release many teachers for advanced 
instruction of those who learnéd the funda- 
mentals before coming to the classroom.

Greater Than Bierman? 


. Minnesota's second-great- 
est football coach lauded the 
Maroon and Gold’s No. 1 tfle

fellows seasoned with enough 
yesteryears say so—that Dr. 
Henry L. Williams was the 


greatest coach in the illus- 
trious gridiron history of the 
Golden Gophers. 

Under Williams, Minnesota 
won 138 games, lost only 34 
and tied nine between 1900 
and 1921. In Bierman’s re- 
gime, 1932-1950 except for 
three war years in which the 
famed coach was a Marine 
colonel, the Gophers won 93, 
lost just 35 and were held 
even six times. 

Between them, teacher and 
student, coach and pupil, 
Minnesota knew a _  half- 
century of the highest- 
quality football, at least a 
share of 14 Western Con- 
ference championships, sev- 
eral unofficial national titles 
and many All-Americas. 

Three of Minnesota’s best 
—Herb Joesting, Bronko Na- 
gurski and Clarence (Biggie) 
Munn — played neither for 
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BERNIE BIERMAN 


Williams nor Bierman, but 
the other 52 All-America “M”’ 


men gained recognition un- 


der the famous pair. 

Several were among the 
60 Minnesota gridiron guests 
who gathered at Minneapolis’ 
Nicollet Hotel to honor the 
memory of Dr. Williams, the 
Yale medical man who might 
have been “Doc” to the 
alumni, but not to his kids. 
Not even a generation later. 


Gopher Tales. 

The oldest letterman there 
was 82-year-old Ed Rogers, 
who captained the 1903 team, 
one of the 10 unbeaten 
squads in Gopher history. 
Rogers, part Indian, recalled 
how Doc Williams had said 
he couldn’t play end. 

“You're too small, you'll 
have to play quarterback,” 
said the coach. 

“But, Doctor,” said Ed, 
“I've already played six 
years as an end at Carlisle.” 

Dramatically, Minnesota's 
first All-America, little John- 
ny McGovern, quarterback, in 
1909, arrived during the in- 
formal speech-making in a 
wheelchair. His former téam- 
mates and friends recessed to 
crowd around and welcome 
the witty Irishman who 
hadn't let illness and his con- 
finement keep him from a 
Canadian hunting trip or the 
reunion. 

Of the former Minnesota 
captains who spoke, none 
drew a more attentive audi- 
ence than the 1915 leader, 
the deliberate-speaking Bier- 
man, who coached power- 
houses in 1933-34-35 and 
1940-41 at his alma mater. 

How Bernie's best would 
compare with Williams’ great 
team is, of course, interesting 
and insoluble. The old gray 
guard even couldn't agree on 
Doc’s most outstanding team, 
though one Gopher gaffer re- 
ferred to the 1916 squad as 
tops. 

“Yeah, but you fellas got 
beat,” an older. old-timer 
spoke up, referring to a star- 
tling 14-9 upset scored by 
Illinois and Capt. Bert Ma- 
comber after Ring Lardner, 
then a sports writer, had ad- 
vised the Illini “to stay in 
Chicago, go to a show and 
have a good time” rather 
than make a fruitless trip to 
Minneapolis. 


They're Both Missed 


Bierman talked techyically 
of Dr. Williams’ once-famed 
Minnesota shift and hailed 
_ his: old teacher as “one of 
‘the great imaginative coach- 
es, a man who taught ex- 
ssvmely well-balanced foot- 
ball and even more useful 
lessons on life.” 

The silver-haired Bierman, 
who now dabbles in his mid- 
60s as a part-time sports 
commentator and newspaper 
football analyst in St. Paul, 
said Williams even had used 
a forerunner.of Army’s pres- 
ent “lonesome end.” Smiling, 
Bernie explained, “Dr. Wil- 
liams sat him out wide be- 
cause he had a charley- 
horse.” 

Serious again, Bierman 
said, “I wouldn’t be sur- 
esas, with defenses jitter- 
ugging; red-dogging and 
jumping around as they do 
now, that the offense will 
Nave to revert to the old 
tan’s Minnesota shift.”

ANSWERS TO QUIZ 

1, South jumps to four 
hearts, North will have a play 
for game, even if he holds 
nothing more than five hearts 
to the jack and an honor card 
in spades or clubs, yet with 
such a minimum holding. he 
will pass a three-heart or 
three-diamond rebid by South. 

2. South bids three no-trump. 
With North making a two-over- 
one response and showing 
strength in South’s weakest 
suit, there should be a game at 
no-trump. 

3. South rebids two spades. 
His hand is not strong enough 
to warrant showing a new suit 
(clubs) at the three-level.

A 
better bet is to try to set up 
dummy’s fifth spade and this 
can be done with a 4-3 spade 
split—a 62 per cent.chance. If 
the spades fail to break 4-3 or 
if the king does not fall, de- 
clarer can then try a club 
finesse. 

Declarer takes the diamond 
opening, leads a spade to the 
ace and trumps a low spade 
with the heart jack.

I think we’re able to decide for 
ourselves whether we _ are 
ready to marry, whether we 
have found the right man, 
whether we are really in love 
and whether this is the great 
event.

MANY A BOY along about his fifteenth year annoys 
his parents by his inclination to “lie around” the house. 
After he gets home from school it seems impossible to get 
him to do anything. He has to be reminded again and 
again to the yelling point to walk ‘his dog or tie up the 
old papers, or go to the cleaner’s to get the suit he forgot 
to stop for on the way home from school. He is likely to 


growl and complain about the family that never gives him 
a minute’s peace. 


That is normal. These boys who apo-.?> se 
dull and so lazy and disobliging and selfish are 
tired boys. But they do nothing, his parents say. 
But they do. A day in school is hard work for any 
child but it is especially wearing on a boy who is 
growing very fast. The strain on his energy is 


severe and when he reaches home he longs for 
rest, for letting alone. 


Every child, once he is on his feet and in control of 
his hands must have home duties lest he lose contact with 
home and family and into the bad bargain lose the matur- 
ing influence of purposeful activity. That includes this 
“lazy” adolescent. 

To tide him over this period of strain, arrange his 
program so that his few chores can, if at all possible, be 
done before he starts for school. Usually such a boy is 
freshest in the morning. He can move faster and with 
less effort and his temper is better. Be sure that the 
chores are routine and do not add anything to them if 
that can be avoided. 


Another thing about this member of the fam- 
ily. Make a point of allowing just one voice to 
remind or admonish him when that is necessary. 
Often when one member of the family reminds 
the boy of his duty another and another chimes 
in until he is beset on all sides by what, te him, 
are enemy forces. Only father or mother, not both, 
are to speak at the time, and no brother or sister 
is to add his lament to the original one. If there 
is one thing more than another that will upset 
this boy and bring on a temper tantrum it is this 
piling on of the whole family when he is at fault. 
Spare him that. 


This boy needs the sympathy and understanding of his 
father. Not coddling—just fatherly understanding and sup- 
port that says, “I know how you feel. Cheer up. A fellow 
has to face up to things: Get it done with.” A sympathetic 
ear for the day’s troubles, a promise of a trip to the ball 
game, to town, a walk just anywhere with his father, a 
manly assurance of friendship and understanding does it.

OVERLAND TEENAGERS 
are flocking to Kennel City, 
home of the Huskies. And their 
friends in University City are 
whooping it up in the Wigwam. 

Kennel City and Wigwam 
are “teen towns,” but to their 
young members, - they're also 
opportunities to demonstrate 
that all teenagers are not de- 
linquents. They don’t like the 
way some adults lump them all 
together and blame ail for the 
sins of a few. 


The two programs are run 
strictly for and by teenagers. 
Adults sit on the sidelines. In 
fact, at Wigwam, parents aren't 
allowed to attend the tra- 
ditional Friday night get-to- 
gethers, except as_ invited 
chaperons, and even then, they 
don’t speak up to criticize. If 
they see something out of line, 
they call it to the attention of 
a Wigwam member, who disci- 
plines the offender. 


At Kennel City, adult spon- 
sors also stay strictly in the 
background and if a student 
member needs to be disci- 
plined, he’s sent to the dog- 
house by his contemporaries, 
not his elders. 


Both clubs took their names 
from the nicknames of their 
favorite athletic teams — the 
Ritenour Huskies and the Uni- 
versity City Indians. Although 
Kennel City is open to all teen- 
agers living in the Ritenour 
district, whether they attend 
public or parochial schools, the 
majority of its members are 
from Ritenour High School. 
Wigwam also is open to teen- 
agers in the area, but most 
members are from University 
City High. 

Kennel City, organized a 
year ago at the suggestion of 
adult community leaders, is a 
junior grade city government, 
a bit of civic democracy in 
capsule form. It has a mayor, 
Burt Moore; a city clerk, Mary 
Kough; a chief of police, Buzz 
Manlé¢y; a commissioner of 
public works, Clem Buschmann, 
and a 12-member board of 
aldermen. 


Their meetings are in the 
form of Town Hall, with every 
“citizen” given his voice in 
government. They meet 
Wednesday eyenings at the 
American Legion Thoman- 
Boothe Post 338 hall, 9655 Mid- 
land boulevard, Overland, and 
once a month they sponsor a 
dance. 


Kennel City has a good 
neighbor policy, too, and the 
teenagers spend much of their 
time planning entertainment 
for the eldest and youngest 
members of their community. 
They have established a Golden 
Age Club for Overland’s eld- 
erly men and women, which 
meets from 1 to 4 p.m. the 
fourth Sunday of each month, 
and they conduct frequent par- 
ties or excursions for boys and 
girls of the three children’s 
institutions in their area. 

“That’s what I like about 
Kennel City,” said “Mayor” 
Moore. “It’s fun, and that’s 
important, but it also gives 
us a chance to do something 
for our community. There 
aren’t too many ways that 
teenagers can serve, so we felt 
this was a good idea. 

“Adults made some of the 
original suggestions, but teen- 
agers have carried them 
through completely. We have 
a committee, for instance, that 
attends the Golden Age Club 
meetings and plans entertain- 
ment for the men and women. 
Our members have done the 
work in holding Christmas and 
Easter parties for children and 
taking them to ball games. 

“We get a little tired of 
hearing about the bad teen- 
agers, the ones who are speed- 
ing or running around or get- 
ting into trouble. This sort of 
thing proves that we aren't 
all like that.” 

Although Kennel City has 
few specific rules, it does have 
strong policies. Anyone who 
violates them soon feels the 
bite of the disciplinary com- 
mittee. That's the job of the 
“chief of police.” 

About 50 of the nearly 500 
“citizens” attend Town Hall 
meetings. Among projects now 
being considered is Operation 
Alert, with members alerted to 
watch for traffic violations and 
vio to receive courteous 
reminders from the Kennel 
City police department. An- 
other is a proposal to work for 
more sidewalks in the Ritenour 
district, especially along routes 
om by elementary schoo] chil- 

n. 


They also are sponsoring a 
part-time employment place- 
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BURT MOORE, "mayor" of Kennel City and MARY 
KOUGH, his city clerk, help direct affairs of the Overland 
teen town. They're students at Ritenour High School. 


ment bureau, sending letters to 
business men offering the serv- 
ices of teenage workers for 
after-school or evening assign- 
ments. Among their other ac- 
tivities are an essay contest for 
fifth and sixth-grade classes on 
“Why I am an American,” and 
a project to take more than 100 
orphans to a basketball game, 
earning money for the chil- 
dren’s tickets by selling adult 
tickets. 


The students themselves 
wrote in their information 
sheet for potential new “citi- 
zens”: 

“Like God and _ country, 
everyone loves teenagers. If 
we enjoy such regard, general- 
ly, it is mostly just because we 
happen to be in that age group, 
no doubt. We hope to earn the 
esteem of our community 
through a program of service. 

“We refuse to kid ourselves. 
To sustain the interest and sup- 
port of the majority of our age 
group, there will have to be 
social functions. While this 
might not, on the surface, seem 
like much of an aim, to insure 
the success of our program and 
for our influence to be felt, we 
will have to have maximum 
support. We are sure that such 
activities can be the means to 
a highly desirable end. 


“We are going to make mis- 
takes. We will try to hold these 
to a minimum, but the decisions 
being made are our own. And, 
outside of our church, home 
and school, the opportunities 
and responsibilities that this 
program presents are more 
challenging and significant than 
any we have ever faced before. 

“How can you lose? 

“We can’t.” 

Like Kennel City, Wigwam 
makes its own decisions and 
calls on the adults only in an 
emergency. Its junior board of 
students administers club poli- 
cy; the senior board of parents 
stands by to help if needed. 
Each junior committee chair- 
man has a senior co-chairman 
with whom he may confer. 

The principal contribution of 
papa brave and mama squaw 
to Wigwam is in the form of 
wampum. But they dish it out 
only on request and only when 
the junior budget is squeezed 
dry. 

Early in the game, they did 
have to call for help, and they’'l] 


thank the one who came to 
their rescue in a ceremony Nov. 
14. Max Colodesch, president, 
of the senior board of Wigwam, 
will present an engraved plaque 
and life membership to Dr. 
William Stewart, a University 
City dentist. 


It was to Dr. Stewart that 
the teenagers turned when the 
company from whom they had 
rented chairs wanted their 
money. There wasn’t enough 
in the budget and the students, 
undoubtedly wondering what 
they would do with the chap- 
erons if there weren't any place 
on the sidelines to seat them, 
called for help. Dr. Stewart 
called on James D. O’Hara and 
together they made a sizable 
loan which took Wigwam out 
of the shadows of bankruptcy. 


“They paid it off very quick- 
ly,” said Dr.*Stewart. “But I 
knew they would. I wasn't 
worried about the future of 
Wigwam. If I had been, do 
you think O'Hara and I would 
have put up the money to keep 
it in business?” 

Wigwam was the brainchild 
of Maureen Arthur, night club 
singer and actress who was 
graduated from University City 
High School. As a student, 
she talked it over with Super- 
intendent of School Julius 
Warren who indorsed the idea 
and asked Dr. Stewart to help 
set it up. 

That was eight years ago. 
Today, Wigwam is an _  in- 
corporated group with an an- 
nual budget of about $2000; a 
student membership of nearly 
1000, and a senior membership 
of 450. Parents pay $1 a year 
while the students pay $2 for 
an annual membership. Special 
admissions and sale of soda and 
other refreshments augment 
the budget. 

Principal activity is sponsor- 
ship of Friday night dances 
throughout the school year, al- 
though 130 members partici- 
pated in a series of vacation 
outings last summer The Fri- 
day night dances are held in 
the gymnasium of Ward Junior 
High School, 6701 Delmar bou- 
levard. From 4 to 6:30 p.m. 
every Friday an exuberant 
committee is on hand to deco- 
rate for the upcoming party. 
When the guests are gone, they 
stay to clean up.

Furring Strips By Hubbard Cobb 


THE RULE BOOK says that 
if you want to finish off a base- 
ment one of the several things 
you‘must do is to attach furring 
strips—pieces of 2 inches by 2 
inches or 1 inch by 3 inches to 
the masonry walls to serve as a 
nailing base for the wallboard 
or plywood that will serve as 
the finish wall] for the base- 
ment room. This is the place 
where a lot of us quit for the 
job of attaching these wood 
strips to the masonry can be 
pretty dull. 

The hard way to do this job 
is to take your electric drill 
or a star drill and a hammer 
and drill a hole in the masonry 
and then insert some sort of 
anchoring device in the hole so 


choles you're 
but if you like this sort of work 
it can be done. 


A somewhat easier way to do 
the job is to use some for these 


patented anchoring devices 
which can be cemented to a 
dry masonry wall with a special 
adhesive. When properly ap- 
plied these devices will have 
the strength to hold the wall- 
board or plywood. 


Another way to handle this 
job is to call in a contractor 
and let him attach the furring 
strips. He can do this job with 
a special too] that employs a 
blank cartridge to fire a steel 
stud into the masonry. An ex- 
perienced man using one of 
these can put up a lot of fur- 
ring in a relatively short time. 


There is also a hand stud 
driver which you can rent and 
which works on the same basis 
but instead of using a cartridge 
a hammer is employed to pro- 
duce the force.

permanent headquarters to He- 
man Pary Community Center, 
where they held one of their 
recent dances, but Wigwam has 
bought quite a bit of equipment 
in the past few years—ping 
pong tables, clothing racks, 
public address systems, pianos 
—and the majority preferred 
the present location for its stor- 
age space. Also, at Ward, they 
can decorate the walls to suit 
their taste, and right now col- 
orful murals surround the 
dance floor, all the work of ar- 
tistic Wigwam members. 

They pay $15 a week for 
rental of the gymnasium, even 
though it had been offered to 
them for nothing. Their de- 
cision to pay was part of their 
independence. 

Although senior and junior 
board members alike cringe at 
the thought that Wigwam might 
be considered just a delinquen- 
cy antidote, they—and all Uni- 
versity City authorities—agree 
that its worth is in giving the 
teenagers wholesome recreation 
as well as teaching them re- 
sponsibility. 

“People sometimes expect 
us all to be bad because of a 
few,’ said pretty Bonnie Fend- 
elman, one of the officers. 
“Adults try to generalize too 
much. I should think that news 
about constructive activities of 
teenagers might serve as a 
relief from the frequent juven- 
ile crime articles. We want to 
prove ourselves.” 

Carl Bianco, this year's 
president, said that only once 
in the club’s history has it 
been necessary to revoke a 
member’s pass for a year. 

“They know the rules and 
they follow them,” Carl said. 
“That means no liquor on the 
premises, no smoking except 
in specifies areas and no trans- 
ferring of passes.” 

Students make and enforce 
their rules. The only time the 
co-ordinator, Mendel Branom, 
a teacher at Brittany Junior 
High School, or a leader of 
the senior board plans to in- 
terfere is if a moral problem 
should be involved. But that 
has never been necessary. 

Dr. Stewart looks on Wig- 
wam as a laboratory for de- 
veloping responsibilty, as well 
as a place to have a good time.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Van Cliburn Concert 


AKRON, O., Oct. 21. 

I WENT the other night to a concert in Carnegie Hall 
and heard the works of three American composers, Rieg- 
ger, Becker and Ruggles, who are not very often heard. 
And the finale of the concert was Rachmaninoff’s Piano 
Concerto No. 3 for Piano and Orchestra, in which Van Cli- 
burn was the pianist and Leonard Bernstein the conductor. 

It was a memorable evening for me as I had not heard 
this young pianist before and everyone in the Soviet Union 
spoke of him with such admiration. I felt any American 
who had not heard him was lacking in one of the real pleas- 
ures which we are entitled to'enjoy. 


Leonard Bernstein is one of my favorite peo- 
ple, as well as a gifted conductor, and I liked the 
way he introduced the American composers who 
were unfamiliar to me. I will have to say that be- 
cause of that the Rachmaninoff was somewhat of a 
relief because I did not feel I was trying to un- 
derstand something new. Nevertheless, the music 
of the American composers, though unfamiliar to 
me, had moments of beauty and meaning for me. 


As for Mr. Cliburn, he is a brilliant and finished art- 
ist, besides having a charming and captivating personality. 
Some day I hope I shall have the pleasure of meeting him, 
for I think one would find him delightful as a person as 
well as an artist. 

Every time I go to Carnegie Hall I enjoy the mar- 
velous acoustics there. And I grieve over the way in which 
some people are willing to destroy such an old landmark 
as this. How do we know that the new building will have 
the same value as the old? 


ONE OF THE AUTHORS who was at the Washington 
Pest’s Book and Author luncheon with me the other day 
was Dr. C. Northcote Parkinson, who is professor of history 
at the University of Malaya and a versatile writer. 


He was there to speak about his book, “Park- 
inson’s Law,” and he did it wittingly and charm- 
ingly. He makes fun of many things that need to 
be faced with humor, and he gets across much that 
we should know with a light toueh and in a way 
that makes understanding for the layman possible. 


“Parkinson’s Law” is a humorous satire on bureauc- 
racy. But Dr. Parkinson has done a more serious book, 
“The Evolution of Political Thought,” which should be read 
as an important: study of “political institutions and the 
ideas to which they give rise.”

THIS IS THE TIME of year 
when the spiders hatch; an 
event not nearly so shuddery 
as some would have us believe, 
since most spiders are harm- 
less and many help control un- 
desirable insects. Walk out 
across the fields in early morn- 
ing and you will see the shin- 
ing strands of silk joining each 
weed and blade of grass. 


In the golden afternoon as 
you look westward into the 
sun, you will find the air filled 
with the drifting parachutes of 
young migrating spiders. These 
have climbed to the top of 
some clump of goldenrod and 
here started to spin, with the 
free end of the strand cast out 
into the breeze. Finally the 
lifting power of the silk be- 
comes great enough to carry 
the spider and away it sails on 
its journey to a new home. 


Here we see the ultimate dif- 
ference between the plant and 
animal worlds; the plant an- 
chored to the place where its 
seed sprouted or moving only 
without volition — the living 
spider deliberately setting 
forth on its travels. 


One of the best places to 
watch the drifting spiders is 
down at our Big Pond just 
before sunset when the air 
above the water is filled with 
them. We drive down to 
check the cows and calves 
and Beau Paladin, the herd 
sire, grazing contentedly in 
the pasture that will stay 
green until almost Christmas. 
Always on these trips there 
is some small wildlife adven- 
ture; a pair of pileated wood- 
peckers that come winging 
over just a few yards away 
or a great blue heron that 
lifts from the pond’s edge 
and goes flapping to. the 
creek. Often we will find a 
single grebe or coot on the 
water and from now on there 
should be bands of ducks 
dropping in each evening to 
rest and spend the night. 


ON ONE EVENING fast 
week we heard a bird song in 
the multiflora hedge which 
has grown high and rank here 
in the low ground. It could be 
best described as a very soft 
but continuous and quite musi- 


‘cal chattering; and with a bit 


of searching we discovered a 
tiny bird flitting about in the 
thickest cover. I made a few 
small squeaks -.nd it came clos- 
er until it was no more than 
two feet from our faces, never 
stopping its song. Although 
it was almost dusk, we had no 
difficulty in identifying the 
short-billed marsh wren, and 
it continued to sing almost in 
our ear. Deeper in the hedge 
was its mate, much shyer and 
silent except for an occasional 
sibilant note. The fearlessness

of the singing partner, which 
several times approached with- 
in easy touching distance, made 
the experience an unusual and 
delightful one. 

Another small ornithological 
adventure occurred one ‘night 
when we were entertained by 
a booming chorus of four great 
horned owls. But this was on 
Current river at one of our 
favorite camping spots some 
eight miles downstream from 
Powder Mill. This camp site 
is known as the Log Yard Hole 
and is on the farm of our good 
friend Ray Moss whose dad 
and mother are among our fa- 
vorite Ozark citizens. Tom 
Moss no longer guides on Cur- 
rent river; that time is a 
dozen or more years in the 
past. But he and Ray still go 
fishing when the gigging sea- 
son opens and he is a deadly 
shot with a squirrel or deer 
rifle. Although Ray's chief 
occupation is livestock farm- 
ing, he is a fine riverman when 
one can persuade him to go 
fishing. 

The old road to Ray’s farm 
took off from Highway 106 
down Carr creek and then, at 
Banker Cave, climbed Carda- 
reva Mountain on a grade so 
steep we always wondered 
why we didn’t tip backward. 
Now the state is building a 
highway through this stretch 
of country which, because it 
was just half-finished, made 
the going all but impossible. It 
will eventually run right down 
through Ray’s farm and touch 
the river at Cardareva Ford 
where it ends. 


Of course, we are always 
glad to see these roads built 
for the convenience of the 
people they serve; and yet 
we also rather hate to see 
the last of the Ozarks back 
countfy made easily accessi- 
ble. Moreover, we must be 
building hundreds of miles of
